DEBATE ow THE FUGITIVE SLAVE ACT.— 


The following debate took plane in th* U. S. 
Senate on tbe 18th in*t.: 


Mr. Sumner presented a petition from the 


Philadelphia Society for the promotion of the 
abolition of slavery, and in favor uf the repeal of 
th* Fugitive Slave Law. The memorial referred 
to tbe case of a fre« man in Philadelphia, who 
escaped from slavery in Georgia, under the 
guard* of a steamboat, and wa* re-arre*ted at 
Wilmington, Delaware, and, notwithrtanding 
the mutt positive evidence of bis freedom, wa*. 
under the Fugitive Slave Law, returned to 
•lavery. 


Mr. Sumner briefly gave a narrative of the 


affair, and madu some comment*. 


Mr. Clay •aid', "the dog would return to hi* 


vomit again," but for hi* part he wa* tired of 
listening to the hackneyed phrases of abolition- 
ists, continually repeated in violation of the or- 
der of tbe Senate. 


Mr. Sumner warmly replied that be " was In 


the habit of answering argument on the floor of 
the Seaate, when prewnted by my peer; but 
when a Senator doe* not keep within the 
bound* of propriety and order in debate, that 
matt 1* not my peer." 


Mr. Dawson wai understood to reprove Mn 


Sumner for renewing the agitation, and awert- 
ed that the man recovered at Wilmington, wa* 
legally a ilave. Mr. Benjamin aakedMr. Sum- 
ner whether he recognized an obligation under 
th» constitution to deliver up fugitive*. Mr. 
Sumner replied by asking the Senator if, in 
Louisiana, or South Carolina, law* existed re- 
fusiat; a colored ciiicen of Ma**a*hu*ett*, hi* 
freedom, and selling him Into ilavery for his 
jail fee*. 


Mr. Benjamin admitted such law* to b* un- 
constitutional. 


Mr. Sumner then asked him if he wa* willing 


to introduce a bill in Congre**, carrying out 
the provisions of the constitution, by guaranty- 
lag citizens tbe right of citizenship in all the 
$Utes of the Union. He taid the Senator from 
Louisiana muit explain his portion on ta«*e 
point*, before he could confront tbi* discussion. 


Mr. Bentamln declined further dltcnnton oa 
the cubject. 


The petition wa* finally laid on th* table.

He wa* there, helping those maturcr in crime. 
Tbe young man, the middlt^ged, and gray- 
headed were there, a* representative* from so- 
ciety in all it* age*. It wa* painful to look up- 
on well developed men, with bright eye*, noble 
brow*—who could no longer look up in their 
manhood—who were condemned to toil, with- 
out the encouragement of friend*, tho smile* 
of children or love of woman. Under their 
forehead* were buried the ashes of many hope*, 
many aipiratlon*. Are they alone to blame for 
being in thi* position T I* there not something 
in *ociety which hurries many to this destina- 
tion, who enter it with noble resolves T 


Some were serving there who had served in 


Auburn and Columbus Prisons. Some were 
there the third time. Saddest of all, to die there 
Two have been aick since they were first car- 
ried there, one four year* and the other threw, 
and one who ha* never seen, inside the prison- 
gate, the face of kindred, died last evening — 
I wa* told no friend bent over him, no one to 
fold hi* arm* in tbe sleep of death; and where 
will he be buried? 


I visited all tho shops, and saw how all kind* 


of agricultural implements are manufactured. 
There aro two hundred and sixty prisoners 
working in the several shops, but I will reserve 
particulars for another time. I have learned 
something here of a gentleman in M 
who 


wi*he* to be very popular, which may serve a* 
aa Instrument ia tbe defensive.

COUP-DE-SOLEIL, OR SUNSTROKE —In CO«- 


lectiou with tbe purpose of the foregoing arti- 
cles, we append a few general hints on a severe 
and not tiiitreituently A fatal cnsuality, which is 
apt to occur during tbe hot months of our Sum- 
mer, especially in & crowded city, and princi- 
pally among those engaged in active »ntl violent 
ixertion while expo*ed to the rays of the sun, 
>nd hence called coup-de-aoleil, or sunstroke. 


Many fatal errors are committed in the first 


moment* of alarm on the occurrenee of this ac- 
cident, errors, the evil consequences of which 
all the subsequent skill and care of the physi- 
cians nre sometimes ineffectual in remedying. 
The prominent symptoms of the attack are gid- 
diness, fnintness, amounting in some instances 
to complete insensibility or apparent death. 


The tirst and the best thing to be accomplish- 


ed, is to remove the patient into a cool room or 
shady spot, laying him carefully on the back, 
with the head very slightly, if at all raised.—r 
Send tor 8 physician. 


Sprinkle tht) face with cool water, untie all 


strings, handkerchiefs, or bandages from the 
ifaroat, chest or wrists. Rub the hands and feet 
iriskly, und if the patient can swallow, admin- 
ister n little brandy ftud water, or little spirits 
of hartshorn in water, in small quantities at a 
time. Promote free respiration by fanning and 
preventing the crowding of persons around. 
—Prevent *trenounly the drinking of large 
draughts of cold water, however urgent the re- 
quest of the patient may be, until reaction take* 
place. 


If there should be any delay in tho arrival of 


a physician, and the patient should not rally, 
she rubbing of the limbs must be continued, nnd 
in addition, mustard poultices may be applied 
over the soles of the fcet and the pit of the 
stomach, and an eiuetia of mustard and water 
may bv administered, particularly if the patient, 
as is too often the case, immediately previous 
to the seizure, bas been drinking cold water in 
a large quantity. 
Such preoautionsjndiciouety, 


consistently and persevermgly used, will fre- 
quently restore animation and produce reaction, 
after which the patient must be treated by a 
physician.—American Medical Monthly.
